

IN TH E CLAIMS 

1. A tubular protective device for protectioi 
against a transfer of infectious matter during sexual 
intercourse comprising : 

(a) a flexible, thin-walled tube having a closed 
end and an open end, said open /end having; 

(i) a collar-shaped, outwardly extending 
portion, and 

(ii) a means for radiall/ stretching said 
collar-shaped portion, and 

(b) an inner diame^r jof/suf f iciently large 
dimension to permM movement of a penis with 
respect to said yprotective device during 
coitus . 

2. The tubular protective device of claim^l^ 
wherein the collar-shaped portion is conically shaped. 

3. The tubular j&rotective device according to claim 
1^, wherein said flexible, thin-walled tube is a polymer 
material, said peflymer material being selected from the 
group consisting of latex, polye thylenes , polyurethanes , 
and derivatives thereof. 

4. Th/ tubular protective device according to claim 
1, where/n said means for radially stretching is an 
elastLc ring integrally connected with said 
collar-shaped portion. 
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5. The tubular protective device of claim, 
wherein said closed end is enclosed by a sheathing which 
is axially movable relative to the protective device. 

6. The tubular protective device of claim 1, 
further comprising an elastic ring, said/second elastic 
ring being adapted for insertion into ^4id closed end, 

7. A tubular protective device Lbt protection 
against a transfer of infectious matter during sexual 
intercourse, said protect^vB devisee comprising: 

(a) a thin-wallfer^Vf lexible tube having a closed 
end and an open end; and 

(b) an outwardly expending collar-shaped means 
for radially stretching said open end, 
wherein an irmer diameter of said tube is 
sufficiently large to permit movement of a 
penis wi/th respect to said tube during 
sexual/ inter course . 

8. The tubu/ar protective device of claim J7^, 
wherein said m^ans for radially stretching said open end 
is an elasti/5 ring. 

9. Thd tubular protective device of claim 8, 
further (comprising a second elastic ring, said second 
elastic/ ring being adapted for insertion into said 
closed end. 
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10. The tubular protective device of claim- 
further comprising a means for affixing said second ring 
to said flexible, thin-walled tube, 

11. A tubular protective device for protection 
against a transfer of infectious matter glaring sexual 
intercourse, said protective device coirtpr ising : 

(a) a thin-walled, flexible jmbe having^ 

(i) a closed end, 

(ii) an open end, anc 

(iii) a first diameter; 

(b) an outwardly^e^t^ding collar-shaped means 
for radially \st/f:etching said open end, said 
means for radially stretching having a 
second diameter wherein said first diameter

15. A tubular protective device for prc/tection 
against a transfer of infectious matter enuring sexual N 
intercourse consisting of; 

(a) a flexible, thin-walled tyfce having a closed 
end and an open end, said open end having; 

(i) a collar-shaped, ^utwardly extending 
portipfH and 

(ii) a megp^s for rafdially stretching said 
collar-^shapetl portion . 

16. The tubular protective device of claim i5_, 
wherein an inner diameter/of said flexible, thin-walled 
tube is of sufficiently /large dimension to permit 
movement of a penis wych respect to said protective 
device during coitusy 

17. The tubular/ protective device of claim li^, 
wherein said meanjs for radially stretching said 
collar-shaped pc/rtion is an elastic ring integrally 
connected with/ the collar-shaped portion. 

18. The Jtubular protective device of claim 17, 
further consisting of a second elastic ring, said second 
elastic r/ing being adapted, for radially stretching said 
closed j&nd. 
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19. A tubular protective device for protect/on 
against a transfer of infectious matter during/ sexual 
intercourse, said protective device consisting of: 

(a) a thin-walled, flexible tube having; 

(i) a closed end, / 

(ii) an open end, and / 

(iii) a first diameter, / 

(b) an outwardly extending /Collar-shaped means 
for radially ^^retch^ig said open end having 
a second di^®^ter ; And 

(c) a second outwardly extending ring-shaped 
means, said seccmd outwardly extending 
ring-shaped rn^ans being adapted for radially 
stretching /aid closed end wherein said 
first diaflleter of said tube is smaller than 
said secbnd diameter of said collar-shaped 
means ^and said first diameter is 
sufficiently large to permit movement of a 
pends within said tube during coitus. 

20. The tabular protective device of claim 19 
further consisting of a means for affixing said second 
outwardly >6xtending ring-shaped means to said flexible, 
thin-wal/ed tube; 
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
